•'The act of Au^ 27, 18M (the Wilson 


eiU), section 48, provide*: 'There shall 
lie levied and collected on all distilled 
•pirits, etc., * tax of $1.10 on each proof 
gallon.' The >tatnte» of the United 
States levy a tax of B cento per pound on 
tobacco, etc. It Menu clear, that ac- 
cording to thi* opinion of Chief Justice 
Fuller tha»« are direct taxes on personal 
property, and not being proportioned 
among the several stato* according to 
representation, they are unconstitu- 
tional and void. If thi* view be correct, 
the supreme court baa not onlj wiped 
out the income ta*. but has practically 
repealed the internal revenue laws so 
far as it affects tobacco, whisky, brandy, 
etc. 


"If tbe construction of thi* opinion be 


correct, all direct taxes, including the 
tax on real and personal property, most 
be levied on according to representation, 
10 that the 'rich' people oMTew York, 
Massachusetts and other eastern states 
would pay no more tax per capita tnau 
the poorer people of the western and 
southern state*. Of coarse this is not to 
be thought of. It would revolt that 
practically all the revenne necessary to 
rapport the government must be raised 
by duties on imports, and instead of re- 
ducing the tariff it will neceasarily in 
"—- 1 it materially."

If practicable, then, the com- 
pressed air car will in time supplant the 
electric and grip eablfc car, and there 
•will be no slot, no trolley wires, noth- 
ing but steel tanks of ooiBpresiwil air, 
which will discharge their contents in a 
steady breeze upon the car wheels and 
make them spin around. 


There are machine shops already in 


which every particle of power cornea 
from this force. Leather belts and shaft- 
ing are dispensed with. The air is con- 
veyed in pipes from one floor to another 
and to every machine. By the aid of 
piston, valve, treadle and cutoff the 
power is regulated so that it can be 
made to work even a chisel in stone cut- 
ting. At the World's fair the buildings 
which have passed into history under 
the name of the White City were all 
painted by compressed air. The air first 
drove the paint through pipes to the 
place where it was wanted, then spray- 
ed it evenly over the wood with incon- 
ceivable rapidity. Corrugated roofs and 
iron plates for bridges and buildings are 
painted in the same way. Holes in large 
rocks are drilled by the atmospheric 
pressure. 


One of the most notable uses to which 


this power has been applied ia the sweep- 
ing and dusting of cars and car furniture 
after a long railway trip. The air is 
conveyed through those pipes exactly as 
water is. When opposite a dusty cushion 
or window >casing the nozzle is opened 
and a terrific blast of wind released, 
which blows the dust off smooth and 
clean. In Paris, where this agent is 
coming commonly into use, it is sup- 
plied through pipes under the streets, 
like gas, and sold to factories. It would 
be an admirable agent for,, cooling and 
Changing the air in American houses in 
hot weather.

Silage may be fed the whole year and 


is as good in the summer as in the win- 
ter. It is really more desirable to keep 
the cows in stables in the summer than 
in the winter, as the heat and the flies 
are more annoying to them in the hot 
weather than iu the cold, while the 
cold is healthful when it is not excess- 
ive. So that the feeding of silage may 
be a desirable practice in the summer, 
and the cows will rest comfortably in 
the cool shaded stables, kept clean and 
airy and free from flies, which are ft se- 
rious detriment to the cows in the hot 
season. 
But on account of the quicker 


decomposition of the moist food in the 
gummer it must be made a rule to re- 
move every particle of uneaten food from 
the feed troughs twice a day and to wash 
them out frequently, or the collected 
sourness will surely taint the milk and 
its products. — Exchange.

Tho post at 
Chicago was abandoned a few month* 
after the party visited it Its establish- 
ment bad been f oond necessary to intimi- 
date the powerful tribes of Indians 
which still inhabit this part of the coon- 
try."We were much disappointed at the 
appearance of Chicago and its vicinity. 
We found in it nothing to justify tho 
great enloginm lavished upon it by Mi. 
Schoolcraft, a late traveler. 


"The best comment upon his descrip- 


tion of tbe climate aud tho soil is the 
fact that, with the most active vigilance 
on the part of the officers, it was impos- 
sible for the garrison, consisting of 70 
to 90 men. to subsist on the grain raised 
in the country. 


"The appearance of tbe country near 


Chicago offers but few features. There 
is too much uniformity in the scenery. 
Tbe extensive water prospect is a waste 
uncheckered by islands and unenlivened 
by spreading canvas. 


"The village presents no thrilling 


prospects, as notwithstanding its antiq- 
uity it consists of but few huts, inhab- 
ited by a miserable race of men, scarcely 
equal to the Indians, from whom they 
are descended. Their log ortark houses 
are low, filthy and disgusting, display- 
ing not tbe least trace of comfort 


"Chicago is perhaps one of tho oldest 


settlements in the Indian country. Its 
name, derived from ine Pottawatomie 
language, signifies either 'skunk' or 
'wild onion. ' Mention is made of the 
place as having been visited in 1671 by

Then clean out the hoof and apply with 
a swab the thin paste, and unless it is a 
bad case of some days' standing the sec- 
ond application is sure cure, and this 
amount of the paste will generally last 
or be sufficient for a dairy of 80 to 40 
cows one year.

It is 
equally incredible that milkmen and 
dealers will leave milk and cream stand- 
ing uncovered—actually uncovered—in 
their stores, for it to catch all the foul 
whisky and other breaths, and all the 
filthy dust that floats in from the street, 
and all the tobacco smoke and beer odors 
as well as the consumption and typhoid 
and cancer and other nameless microbes 
that want no better breeding ground 
than milk and cream. 


The advance the dairy business has 


made In this country can be compre- 
hended when we recall that ten years 
ago theBabcock butter fat test was prac- 
tically unknown, the cream separator 
had just been brought to the country 
and the men who were trying to intro- 
duce it were thought to be a set of 
cranks, and the scientific food ration 
idea had taken no hold at all on the or- 
dinary dairyman's mind.

LAMPS THAT ARE CLOCKS. 


Ute* Im th* S*r. 


>th 


Ot tbe various examples that have 


been given of early specimens of the 
clockmaker's art not the least interest- 
ing are the several types of lamp clocks. 
One of these was of a kind quite com- 
mon in tbe seventeenth oentnry and con- 
sisted of a lamp burner placed at the 
base of a glaaa nil receptacle mounted 
vertically on a suitable standard. The 
oil reservoir had attached to it a scale, 
facing the burner and showing the 
hours, beginning at 4 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon, at which time the lamp was to 
be lighted in winter, and ending at 7 
o'clock in the morning. The lamp be- 
ing lighted, the gradually descending 
level of the oil, as combustion proceed- 
ed, marked the hours. 


The other device, of later origin, dat- 


ing back to the beginning of tbe preser.4 
century, utilized the same priucipla 11 
consisted of two communicating oil 
chambers, superposed by a clock dial 
In one of the chambers was placed a 
night lamp to illuminate this dial, and 
ia the other was suspended a float from 
a cord which passed around a small pul- 
ley. The latter was mounted on a hori- 
zontal aiin rinding in the center of the 
dial The float of course descended aa 
the oil was consumed and carried the 
index hand along with it, thus making 
the hours precisely as in the case already 
cited. At their best these timepieces 
could have had only an indifferent de- 
gree of accuracy, yet they probably 
served their purpose well and certainly 
are interesting at the present time aa 
illustrating some of the expedients 
adopted by mechanicians of an earlier 
period. — Cassier's Magazine.
